Peter Thorneycroft is a man who wins 


admirers more 


easily than 


friends. 


Whatever he lacks, it is not courage. 
That was amply proved last September 
and confirmed in his resignation. 

Hail his personal popularity matched his courage; 
had the point of principle involved been 
better understood—among MPs as well as the 
general public; had there been no one of Mr 
Heathcoat Amory’s integrity to succeed him 


—then Peter 


Thorneycroft’s resignation 


would have shaken the Government far more 


than it did. 


As it was, there were only a few sardonic smiles 
at Mr Macmillan’s euphemism—“these little 
local difficulties”—for the resignation of the 
entire ministerial team at the Treasury. But 
more—much more—than thig_was involved. 
The point of principle at stake may yet affect 
everyone whose livelihood depends on a stable 
pound—and that includes millions who do not 
live and vote in Britain, 


The cabinet crisis that led: up 
to the triple resignation has 
been represented a5 a mere 
£50,000,000 of additional 
Government expenditure, The 
facts npnear to be these: during 
the annual Cabinet discussions 
on the estimates of depart-
